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Wet/Dry Petition 
Falls Short

Interim Adair County Clerk Joyce 
Rodgers announced Tuesday that the 
effort to obtain enough signatures for 
a wet/dry vote in Adair County has 
failed, as the petition did not contain 
enough valid names. 

“We ran into several that signed 
more than once, several that weren’t 
voters in Adair County, some had 
missing dates of birth, and some of 
the signatures weren’t legible,” 
Rodgers says. “So we’re not going 
any further with it.” 

Only 1,370 of the signatures on the 
petitions were deemed valid, 521 
short of the required 1,891 — 10 
percent of Adair County’s registered 
voters. 

The latest wet/dry petition is now 
dead, according to Rodgers. Since it 
was turned in to the County Clerk, no 
signatures can be added, and any 
additional effort to put the decision 
on the ballot will have to start anew. 

“They’d have to start completely 
from scratch,” Rodgers says. “This 
one was turned in, so nothing can be 
added to it.”

The Annual Downtown Days/Folklore of the Old West 
Festival has garnered a reputation of bringing fun, food, and two 
days of entertainment to the city of Columbia. Last weekend’s 
11th installmentof the event returned all of those things, 
however, it also brought with it an abundance of rain, wind and 
cool temperatures that pelted festival goers throughout the day 
and night on Friday and Saturday.

Spring Or Fall? 

Fruit Tree Blooms Buck Seasoned Norms

It’s the middle of October, but some fruit trees 
throughout Adair County are blooming like it’s early 
spring, leading some area residents to wonder what’s 
causing the unseasonal growth. 

“I’ve never seen anything like it before,” says Wayne 
Dulworth, whose pear tree in the northern part of the 
county continues to bear fruit, as does a nearby cherry tree. 
According to one expert, this year’s unusual rain patterns, 
highlighted by high levels of soil moisture in August, might 
be the cause of the second shoots, commonly referred to as 
lammas.

This 
idea came from a reader though, and we’re 
thankful for all the suggestions and feedback 
we’ve gotten. I should remind readers though 
that the ads in the old section are not current- 
you cannot buy hens at Houchens for 50 
cents, and we haven’t had a Houchens in 
Columbia for 10 years. The subscription spe¬ 
cials on these pages are also not current, 
although we appreciate the handful of one- 
dollar checks that readers have sent. 

Looking back through our archives at old 
newspapers is one of my favorite aspects of 
this job; seeing people I know, as they looked 
a few decades ago, and learning about events 
that were before my time. I’ve insisted that I 
help in the selection of these old stories and 
pictures, not because others here aren’t capa¬ 
ble, but because I just really like looking at 
old papers. The only problem so far is that 
I’m easily distracted and a 15-minute task 
sometimes takes more than an hour because I 
get too caught up reading stories and laughing 
at pictures. 

We visit October of 1994 this week, with 
several stories, pictures, and ads that ran in 
The Progress 20 years ago this month, includ¬ 
ing an always popular revisit of “Paul’s 
Ponderings.” My suggestion for a two-page 
collage titled “Haircuts of 1994” was deemed 
too offensive for today’s readers, but that’s 
probably for the best. It is worth noting, how¬ 
ever, that both men and women in Adair 
County seemed to aspire to look like Billy 
Ray Cyrus in the early 1990s. 

If any reader remembers a story that ran 
years ago and would like to see it reprinted, 
just let us know and we’ll see what we can 
do.

Early Motorcycles in Adair County- 


The following is from a letter written to and published in The 
Adair County News, July 5, 1911, by Jack Bailey, then living and 
working at South Lebanon, Ohio, but native of Adair County. 

“I am still liking this part of the country fine. Crops of all kinds 
are looking well, as we have had plenty of raid. Wheat and hay 
harvest is on hand now, and thee are not enough work hands to 
supply the demand. If any of the Adair County boys are out of 
employment, they should find plenty of work here on the farm or in 
the factory, and get good wages. Several Kentucky boys came here, 
but they got home sick and returned home. That is right boys, love 
the home of your childhood, for it is the sweetest place in memory. 
I would like to be home and attend one of those all day singings, 
and dinner on the ground. There is never anything doing like that up 
here. 

“The boys from Dayton and Cincinnati have a big time on 
Sundays motorcycling. There are good roads here, and it is a 
pleasure to take a ride on one. They run them at the rate of 75 miles 
per hour. The automobiles are taking the place of the horse and 
buggy altogether here. You will see a dozen autos where you don’t 
see one buggy... (signed) Jack Bailey.” 

Additional items of interest on this subject followed: 

The Cane Valley newsletter to the News, May 8, 1912, stated 
that, “W.E. Feese purchased himself a fine Motor Cycle last week.” 
The Knifley correspondent, in the June 19 issue, stated, “Mr. Wyatt 
Feese passed through our town one day last week on his motor 
cycle.”

Speed limits set by the Town Board of Columbia for automobiles 
and motorcycles in July 1913 was eight miles per hour. There was a 
to be a five dollar fine for first violations and ten dollars for the 
second. 

A New Automobile Law for Kentucky went into effect on June 
12, 1914. One of the provisions included the licensing of motor 
vehicles of any type: For vehicles of twenty-five horse power of 
less, $6; between twenty-five and fifty, $11; and above fifty horse 
power, $20. A motorcycle registration is $5. According to the 
registration records, the first motorcycle registered in Adair County 
was on 15 April 1916 by Wm. McD. Sweets, of Columbia, 
registration number 790, and Excelsior 4 horsepower. William 
Sweets, Professor Sweets, of Louisville, was teaching at the 
Columbia High and Graded School in the fall of 1915 and through 
the end of 1916; he joined the army in April 1917 

“Claud Dulworth has purchased a new motorcycle and is learning 
to ride these cold days.” according to the Dulworth newsletter to the 
News, 26 January 1916. 

In April 1916 W.R. Goff was fined $5 for breaking the speed 
limit on a motorcycle in Columbia. 

The first motorcycle fatality of record for our immediate area 
occurred in June 1916. Marshall Cloyd, son of Judge J.W. Cloyd, of 
Campbellsville, who was just graduated from Centre College in 
Danville, “was en route to his home in Campbellsville, riding a 
motorcycle, when he reached the crossing at Lebanon he was struck 
by a fast train and killed. News, 14 June 1916. 

Quick Trip-Messrs F.X. and John Erd, who live at Lexington, 
made a quick trip to Columbia last Friday. They left Lexington at 
6:30 a.m., riding two of the same motorcycle, and arrived here at 
11:15 am. They came via Harrodsburg, Perryville, Lebanon and 
Campbellsville, a distance of fully one hundred miles. John Erd 
came over to inspect the Moving Picture Machine he recently 
installed for Mr. Nell as well as to make arrangements for a hunting 
trip here this fall. News, 12 July 1916. 

Late Wednesday afternoon, Mack Willis, who lives a few miles 
out of town, met with a rather serious accident. He was coming to 
Columbia on his motorcycle and in coming down the Russell Hill, 
his machine flew the track and he was dashed violently to the 
ground. His head and face were badly cut and several stitches had 
to be taken on his head. News, 15 September 1920 

In October 1922, T.G. Rasner & Son, dealers in cycles, offered 
for sale a “good rebuilt Indian Motorcycle.” No price given.

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Chamber Hears From Westlake CEO

October’s regularly scheduled meeting of the Columbia-Adair 
County Chamber of Commerce was an informative and entertaining 
one. This month’s luncheon, held Tuesday at William T’s at The 
Pines, featured speakers Chris Wilson from corporate sponsor 
Golden Rule Wilson Real Estate and Auction and Westlake 
Regional Hospital CEO Neal Gold. 

Wilson began by outlining his experience in the real estate and 
auction business, explaining how and why he began pursuing the 
career around 1995. 

“When I got into the business, I was only 21 and spent the next 
several years trying to make myself look older,” Wilson joked. “I 
think I did too good a job.” 

He continued, detailing Golden Rule’s establishment in 1999 and 
expansion to Wilson’s native Russell County in 2005. He also 
shared a fitting story about the day’s speaker, Neal Gold. 

“During the first auction I worked, back in 1996, one of the last 
items sold was a portable dishwasher,” he began. “I bought it for 
$5, took it home, bought a $20 piece to go on it to hook it to the 
sink, and put it on Man About Town the next day. 

“Well, Mr. Gold here shows up to buy it. Do you remember what 
you paid for it?” 

“About $30,1 think” Gold replied. 

“I believe it was closer to $80,” Wilson laughed. 

“You owe me fifty bucks,” Gold joked. 

When he took the podium to address the Chamber, Gold alluded 
to even further back than he and Wilson’s 1996 dealing. 

“I would have never dreamed in the late 1970s when I was 
hanging water pipes in Columbia Hospital that I would be here 
today as the administrator of Westlake,” he began. “It’s been quite a 
trip.” 

Gold then discussed Westlake, including its importance to both 
the physical and economic health of the community, its steps 
toward financial stability, and the current status of the hospital. 

“We have a lot going on, and we’ve come a long way already,” 
he said. “Over the past three years we’ve made a $1 million per 
year improvement in the debt. We’re still running in the red, quite 
honestly, but we’ve made great improvements.” 

Gold informed the Chamber that in 2012, more than 8,000 
emergency room visits and 15,000 outpatient visits were served by 
Westlake, and that last year alone, 180 critical patients who were in 
potentially life threatening condition were stabilized at Westlake. 

“Those are lives that were saved that may not have made it to 
another hospital,” Gold said. “A lot of people out there owe their

“We had below average 
rainfall from May through 
July, often significantly so,” 
says Dr. Mike Bosela, Asst. 
Professor of Biology at 
Lindsey Wilson College. 
“However, we had nearly 
twice the average amount of 
rainfall for August. The 
combination of below nor¬ 
mal rainfall for most of the 
growing season followed by 
a deluge (August) may have 
been an especially strong 
trigger for lammas growth.” 

Bosela says that lamma 
shoots are generally consid¬ 
ered undesirable because 
they are less adept at han¬ 
dling the winter conditions 
and may be slow to resume 
growth in the spring. 

“The pear tree in the pho¬ 
tograph looks like it is start¬ 
ing to decline or lost a lot of 
leaves during the dry period 
of the summer,” Bosela

says. “Perhaps this lack of 
balance between the mass 
of fine roots and the mass 
of leaves created a con¬ 
dition that stimulated new 
shoot growth.” 

While not necessarily 
common, lamma growth 
this late in the year does 
happen occasionally, and 
Bosela attributes the phe¬ 
nomenon to the unusually 
high nutrition levels of the 
soil late in the growing sea¬ 
son. 

“It is my impression that 
you generally get second 
spurts of shoot growth in 
trees and shrubs later in the 
growing season following 
periods of heavy rainfall 
and/or excess nutrition,” 
Bosela says. 


lives to having a hospital in Adair County.” 

The CEO also commented on the economic boon provided to the 
community through Westlake, detailing the $2.9 million in goods 
and services purchased in the community by Westlake last year, 
with another $3.6 million from employees of Westlake—the 
community’s third largest employer. 

“We have a significant impact on the community,” Gold said. “I 
can’t even imagine what it would be like to lose the hospital.” 

Gold then turned toward listing some of the recognition the 
hospital has recently received, including a number one national 
ranking among small hospitals in a women’s choice award category, 
and patient survey results that trend well above national averages. 

“I think we have a great hospital right here in Columbia, and I’m 
very proud to be a part of it,” he said. 

“But let’s get to the part everyone is wondering about: are we 
going to make it? The best I can answer that is to say that it looks 
like it, and I hope so.” 

Gold explained that he is currently negotiating with a group that 
plans to partner with Westlake to help operate the hospital and its 
clinics. The group was not identified, by their own request to Gold. 
From there, Gold and Westlake simply wait to see what the 
government and courts will decide regarding the hospital’s 
currently owed debts. 

“I’m hopeful,” he said. “We’re really doing all the right things. 
Now if we can just put the past behind us, I think we’re in for a 
great future.”

scene. The vehicle itself had 
overturned multiple times and 
subsequently caught fire. 
Witnesses informed Moss and 
Rainwater that the two were 
possibly at a residence on Orbin 
Branham Road.

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Letter to the Editor - New Tax Rates 


The City Government has concluded their vote to impose a new 
tax on some in our Community, expecting to collect about 
$1 million. They decided to raise more money through a tax they 
knew the citizens didn’t want and which they claimed themselves 
would put them at “political risk”. Apparently to protect themselves 
against you, the voting citizens, they floated the tax issue late in the 
election season using the filing date cutoff, guaranteeing that no 
other potential candidates could file for this election. As it is now, 
ALL 6 counsel candidates are sure to be elected, as they have no 
competition on the ballot. The Community does not support this 
tax. With the exception of Linda Waggener, the City Candidates’ 
actions suggest they believe, ‘we know better than you the 
taxpayers’. A basic tenet of the US has been thatelected officials 
are ‘Public Servants’, who exist to execute the wants of the citizens. 
Politicians can pervert this trust by being deceptive and damage this 
fundamental element of Democracy. 

The City Candidatesfurther protected themselves by designing 
the tax to hit hardest on our fellow citizens living outside the city 
limits, who holding no city addresses, cannot vote. Is this fair to 
County residents, to businesses who hire the people, to educators 
who are already underpaid for the important work they do? These 
make our Community work! They make clear that only 12% of 
City voters will pay the tax but perhaps inadvertently, they also 
make clear that the majority paying the tax, County voters can’t 
vote! This is a clear case of ‘taxation without representation’, an 
issue our country went to war for its independence from England 
(Steve Warren said it right!). Still further to mitigate the political 
risk, they offer the other 88% of City voters a minimal reduction in 
property tax rate as an incentive to go along and vote for them. I 
want the voters to see this deception! 

However, this may not be the biggest concern. The City 
Government is not using our current tax money efficiently or 
effectively. The City’s yearly cost now per Columbia residents 
($1130/person) is much higher than, for example, Louisville ($700/ 
person). Why is that? What are we getting for this money? If you 
review the City budget, the costs of most operations are ‘top heavy’ 
i.e.a lot of cost for people in offices. We want our elected officials 
to use our money like it came from them. The employees of the city 
receive higher pay then those working to pay the tax to employ 
them. They also receive health insurance, dental insurance, life 
insurance, retirement pay, often cars and expense accounts for 
conventions and trainings. Most taxpayers don’t receive these 
benefits! Why does a little town like Columbia require such 
expenses? It doesn’t. The City officials have slowly, over time, 
increased their compensations and benefits, supporting friends and 
family on Boards, increasing their personal interests instead of 
bettering the community. Right here in Columbia, we have allowed 
an over bloated Tittle bureaucracy’ to form. Your current city 
council spent about $600,000 of your tax dollars to improve their 
own offices. I definitely wanted you to know that. 

We can do better, much better! We can provide ALL current 
services at much less costs. We need the City to operate effectively 
for the sole benefit of the people. 

Currently the County and City governments make payments and 
money transfers between them rent from one, cost sharing to 
another. Why? Do the City officials not trust the Countyones or do 
they just want to hold onto their money pool and continue 
duplicating efforts. Columbia and Adair County are one 
Community. They can be run much more efficiently. At a very 
minimum, the over bloated administrations at the top of so many 
cost centers canbe reduced by combining some activities; City 
Police and Sheriff’s office for example, combining and better 
management of Utilities. City owned equipment and cars are 
everywhere and yet we contract outside to do anything big. I want 
the people to know their money can be better utilized or give it back 
to them. 


Maybe nowhere is this inefficiency so obvious as Economic 
Development. Twenty years plus of local taxpayer’s money plus 
millions of State and Federal tax dollars for Industrial park land and 
Utilities and what do we have to show for this? The same talk and 
the same vision continue, only now they want more money to do 
more of the same! The Economic Development Board hangs on to 
the hope that Frankfort will somehow send jobs down to Adair Co. 
There were three recent opportunities to add good jobs in Adair Co 
and the Economic Board didn’t get it done. In all business pursuits 
that I respect or would fund, those asking for money present a 
detailed plan of how they will use the money and what to expect 
from their success. Never would a businessperson fund a project (or 
a new tax!) with a one-sentence plan. Never! 

Now with 20 unsuccessful years, excess spending, $600,000 
spent to improve the City offices (not Economic development), 
these deceptive election moves, and no one to oppose them in this 
election, they plan to take more of your money. We can have a 
better vision, a better plan of action, better disclose of costs, and 
better use of your money. We have organized a Write-in campaign 
of candidates for Mayor and City Council. I am not doing this for 
money, status or for the long term, but just like you, I’m concerned 
about our community and its time for action not complaints. I want 
to do what I can to help and then let someone else, maybe younger 
people, do his or her part. We need two more strong Candidates to 
join us who have Community interest as their first priority. 
Consider participating if you are like-minded. If you elect me, I 
will donate all of my compensation to Economic Development and 
I believe the others will also. 

Here is what we will do: We will Cancel the Occupational tax on 
day one. We will reduce the Property tax in Columbia by 50% the 
first year (not a token inducement).

chemotherapy and stem cell 
treatments, with only a few 
scattered breaks when he gets to 
return home for a couple of 
weeks. Bryant has multiple 
myeloma, a cancer of plasma 
cells in bone marrow. 

“We told the guys about it one 
day at the end of practice,” 
Indians head coach Travis Gay 
says. “He’d been feeling bad, 
and when we were at camp in 
July he got his test results back. 
We’re an open family, we pray 
together, so we were up front 
with the kids about it.” 

The prognosis was scary, not 
just for Bryant, but for his 
fellow coaches and the athletes 
on the football team. Instead of 
folding though, the team came 
together and became stronger, 
and the squad decided to 
dedicate every day of the season 
to Coach Bryant. 

“He gives us more 
motivation,” senior offensive 
lineman Spencer Claypool says. 
“We feel more like a family 
because everyone’s pulling for 
Bryant. We know not to take 
anything for granted.” 

Despite spending most of his 
time in Arkansas, instead of on 
the football field as is typically 
the case for Bryant this time of 
year, he hasn’t abandoned his 
coaching duties, although he is 
now serving the team in a 
different capacity. 

“I listen to all the games on 
the WAIN app on my phone,” 
Bryant says. “I still break down 
all the film, I scout the 
opponents’ defenses and then 
send all the players and coaches 
all their alignments and stunts. 
It’s kind of like being able to 
coach electronically.” 

Being able to help his team 
from so far away has been 
critical for Bryant’s morale in 
such a trying time. He says that 
it’s easy to get depressed 
because he’s separated from his 
friends and family, as he has to 
be quarantined inside his house 


even when he comes home, but 
that continuing to help his team 
makes the struggle just a little 
bit easier. 

“It’s been very important to 
me, because you want to feel 
useful,” Bryant says. “This can 
be pretty rough, but when you 
can spend five or six hours a day 
on film you feel like you’re 
doing something productive. So 
far, outside of the South Warren 
game, we’ve been pretty 
successful on offense, and pretty 
prepared, so I’m proud of the 
guys for that.” 

Bryant’s positive attitude and 
perseverance hasn’t been lost on 
the young Indians. They have 
FaceTimed him twice as a team, 
and Bryant even gave the squad 
a pregame speech early in the 
season, thanks to the technology 
of Apple’s video calls. 

“It’s really made us all come 
together—he’s been our driving 
force all year,” senior kicker and 
comerback Brandon Burton 
says. “It gives us something to 
fight for. It’s still weird because 
all of us seniors have been with 
him for three years and now he’s 
not around.” 

That driving force has helped 
spur the Tribe to a 6-1 record 
and the best start in school 
history. As much as the team has 
helped Bryant through this 
challenging time in his life, his 
example has helped the squad 
gain a new perspective on 
football and life. 

“We always talk to our guys 
about how every day’s a 
blessing and to be thankful for 
every opportunity,” Gay says. 
“People would love the 
opportunity to do what they’re 
doing and be where they are. We 
know Mr. Bryant would love to 
be with us right now. That’s why 
we break down with ‘For 
Bryant’ before every game.” 

The road ahead for the coach, 
pastor, history teacher and father 
is still long and uncertain. He’ll 


be taking chemotherapy and 
stem cell treatments at least until 
June. He is separated from his 
children, and hasn’t physically 
attended church for two months, 
which he says has been the 
hardest part of the ordeal. Still, 
he’s thankful for all the support 
he’s received and wants people 
to be aware that multiple 
myeloma can strike anyone. 

“I want to thank the 
community for all the love and 
prayers,” Bryant says. “All the 
churches, especially my home 
church, Purdy. I also want 
people to know that multiple 
myeloma is only detected 
through blood work, so always 
have your doctor go over it. If I 
hadn’t gone on my own, I 
wouldn’t have known I had it.” 

In Adair County, Bryant’s 
impact can be seen at any 
football game, from little league 
through high school. Every 
Adair County football helmet is 
adorned with a maroon multiple 
myeloma sticker with the initials 
“JB” inside. 

“We know how much he 
means to our team, our school, 
and our community,” Gays says. 
“We pray for him every day, talk 
about him every day, miss him 
every day.” 

Bryant hopes to be back in 
usual role as running backs 
coach by next season. He says 
that if all goes to plan, he will 
move on to the less rigorous 
maintenance therapy next 
summer, with only the 
occasional trip to Little Rock for 
treatment. His players are eager 
to have him back as well, and 
rest assured, he’ll be on their 
minds tomorrow when the Tribe 
takes the field for their last 
home contest of the season. 

“Everything we’re doing this 
season is for him,” Claypool 
says. “We’re all behind him— 
we want him back here yelling 
at us every time we mess up like 
he used to.”

county government did not have the right to install speed bumps 
had been proven false, and shared a statute that stated that the Fiscal 
Court could in fact approve such a measure. 

Melton’s concern was that if the Court agreed to put speed 
bumps on Bird Road, citizens from every subdivision in Adair 
County would be requesting that they also be installed in their 
neighborhoods, a costly and unrealistic proposition. Magistrate 
Daryl Flatt agreed that it was important not to set a precedent that 
the county could not afford, although both he and Melton 
acknowledged that something needed to be done to ensure safety on 
Bird Road. 

Melton recommended that no action be taken Tuesday night, and 
instead asked that a committee be formed to establish the need and 
criteria for approving speed bumps on county roads. Magistrates 
Sammy Baker and Perry Reeder, from districts No. 3 and 4, 
respectively, volunteered to sit on the newly established committee, 
and will work with the Adair County Road Dept, to come up with a 
viable and affordable solution. 

Wall thanked the Judge and Court for their efforts, and praised 
Sheriff Harrison Moss for being the first sheriff that she had asked 
to patrol the area to actually follow through on his pledge. 

Grant Reappointed to Hospital Board 

Richard Grant’s term on the Adair County Hospital District 
Board of Trustees expired last month, and Judge Melton 
recommended to the Court Tuesday night that he should be 
reappointed to a four-year term expiring in September of 2018. 

Magistrate Billy Rowe moved to accept Melton’s 
recommendation, Daryl Flatt seconded, and the measure passed 
unanimously with little discussion.

Written by David Auburn, 
Proof is about a young woman 
named Catherine who has spent 
years caring for her brilliant yet 
unstable mathematician father.

First produced on Broadway 
in 2000, Proof won the 2001 
Pulitzer Prize for Drama and 
Tony Award for Best Play. 

“In my opinion, Proof is one 
of the best plays of the last 15 
years to come out in American 
theater.

“I wanted them to have a play 
to go out on that would 
challenge them and excite 
them,” he said.

Indians Unbeaten Streak Snapped 


Indians 12 South Warren 42

In a matchup of undefeated 
teams, Adair County played host 
to Class AAA power South 
Warren last Friday night. The 
visitor’s defensive dominance 
was as advertised, stifling 
Adair’s prolific offense and 
handing the Indians their first 
loss of the season, 42-12. 

“We just didn’t play well 
enough to win,” Head Coach 
Travis Gay said in an interview 
earlier this week. “This was 
uncharted water for us, and we 
didn’t handle the situation very 
well, but South Warren is the 
number one team in the state for 
a reason. We didn’t capitalize on 
the opportunities we had, and 
they did a good job of taking 
away some of the things we do 
best.” 

The first half was a highly 
competitive defensive battle. 
After Adair received the opening 
kickoff, sophomore quarterback 
Chance Melton found sopho¬ 
more utility man Lonnie Grant 
on a wheel route that gained 36 
yards on the game’s first play 
from scrimmage. The South 
Warren defense would showcase 
their physicality from there, 
holding the Indians and forcing 
a Brandon Burton punt which 
bounced to the 13 yard line, pin¬ 
ning the Spartans deep in their 
own territory. 

Starting field position would 
not be a factor on the drive, 


however. South Warren utilized 
their size advantage in the 
trenches to pick up a first down 
on the ground, then took to the 
air, exploiting a blown third 
down coverage for a gain of 34 
yards to the Adair 38. From 
there, runs for 14 and 21 yards 
took the Spartans to the two, 
where a QB sneak scored the 
game’s first points with 7:32 left 
in the first and gave South 
Warren a 7-0 lead. 

Adair would begin the next 
drive at their own 26, and with 
South Warren locking in on the 
jet sweeps and tosses to Jordan 
Lasley and Lonnie Grant that 
have brought the Indians such 
success this season, the Tribe 
went to the air. On a play action, 
Melton found sophomore 
receiver Cameron Lasley, who 
made a fantastic move to get to 
the sideline, but was ruled to 
have stepped out of bounds, 
turning a much bigger gain into 
a pickup of 28 yards. 

The Spartan defense held firm 
again, forcing a nice pooch punt 
from Chance Melton who 
dropped back out of the shotgun 
as Adair appeared to be going 
for it on fourth down. The kick 
trapped the visitors at their own 
11, and the two squads traded 
possessions on their ensuing 
drives after a South Warren punt 
and a missed pass interference 
call resulted in a turnover on 
downs from Adair. 

After a pickup of 12 by the 


Spartans with another strong 
first down run, South Warren 
found themselves across mid- 
field yet again. This time, how¬ 
ever, a spectacular play by jun¬ 
ior linebacker Josh Brown 
turned the tables. Brown ripped 
the ball from the hands of the 
South Warren fullback and 
returned it 53 yards for an Adair 
County touchdown with 33 sec¬ 
onds to play in the first quarter. 
The point after was no good, and 
Adair trailed 7-6 heading into 
the second frame. 

South Warren took the follow¬ 
ing kickoff 36 yards across mid- 
field, but junior safety Shea 
Martin recovered another forced 
fumble from the Tribe at the 42- 
yard line one play later. 
Unfortunately, the Indians were 
unable to muster a scoring drive, 
despite a 22-yard gain on a 
scramble from Melton where the 
sophomore appeared to find an 
extra gear and leg past the initial 
wave of Spartans. 

The Indians and Spartans 
would again trade punts, with 
another pooch punt being 
downed by Corey Melton and 
Jordan Lasley at the one yard 
line. Yet again, however, the bat¬ 


tle of field position was negated. 
After a QB keeper to gain sepa¬ 
ration from their own goal line 
and a pair of successful fullback 
runs picked up a pair of first 
downs, a deep pass on third and 
long moved the Spartans across 
midfield.

Last week, I promised to use 
this week’s column to 
singlehandedly save Major League 
Baseball. As someone who loves 
the sport itself, but has been 
completely disgusted by the 
professional product since I was 
old enough to pour my own milk 
for a bowl of cereal, some things 
have to change.

Others have actually since 
passed baseball, but the predicted death of the game is still yet to 
happen. 

But none of that historical context is relevant, because otherwise 
this column would be a bit silly and pointless. So here it is, Blake’s 
Plan to Save Major League Baseball: 

1. Stop testing for performance enhancers: This one should 
be obvious. Newcomers to the game and historians alike agree that 
the recent decade-plus of scandals surrounding steroids, human 
growth hormone and other performance-enhancing drugs have 
marred the image and integrity of baseball.

3. Market the stars: This 
should go without saying for any 
business on earth, but it’s wise 
to promote the strongest part of 
your product. For whatever 
reason, MLB appears to either 
make the coaches the stars or 
focus their attention on guys 
who actually aren’t the best 
players. 

While it may be obnoxiously 
overdone with the NBA’s 
promotion of their biggest stars, 
and while the NFL may skew 
too heavily toward the 
quarterbacks, at least the leagues 
aggressively market someone.

The NFL 
has adjusted to this, and 
dominates the TV market as the 
country’s most popular sport. 

Baseball, on the other hand, 
continues to present the same 
television broadcast they always 
have. If you’re interested in the 
future of your game, stop 
relying on Tim Kurkjian to be 


the exciting partof the viewing 
experience. Nonscientific test:

two runs by the change of pace 
back of the Spartans saw another 
touchdown on the board, 28-6 
with 6:49 to play. 

A brilliant catch by Cameron 
Lasley off a deflection gained 11 
yards to the Adair 30, but the 
Indians would turn it over on 
downs at their own 38 with 5:22 
to play in the third. 

A missed intentional ground¬ 
ing call on first down opened the 
Spartans next drive, and one 
play later, a completion of 38 
yards put South Warren in the 
endzone once more for the 35-6 
lead with 5:07 to play. 

South Warren would tack on 
another score to enact the run¬ 
ning clock with 24 seconds 
remaining in the third quarter, 
and the Indians would add a 
Lonnie Grant touchdown of 
their own after big rushing gains 
from Melton, Jordan Lasley and 
Grant to make the score 42-12 
with 6:48 to play. The final 
score would hold there, and the 
Indians fell to 6-1, snapping 
their school record win streak. 

“Defensively, we had a good 
plan and forced them to adjust 
for the second half,” Coach Gay 
explained. “They did a good job 
of adjusting and we didn’t stop 
that. We had some things we did 
very well for six weeks that we 
didn’t perform at a high level 
Friday night, but we’re going to 
saddle back up, get back to 
work, and get back on track for 
this Friday night.”

“There’s still a lot to play 
for,” Coach Gay added. “We still 
have a chance to have the best 
record that’s ever been had here, 
and you never want to get too 
high or too low. We just have to 
go back to work and get better.”
